‘The oil industry is in an increasingly bullish 
mood, but the push-pull between US. oil pro- 
ducers and the Organization of the Petroleum 
Exporting Countries isn't over yet. 

Jeff Quigley, director of energy markets for 
the consulting and research firm Stratas Ad- 
visors, said the outlook for the U.S. oil industry 
is upbeat, but noted that OPEC members are 
well positioned for 2018, too — as long as they 
can keep shale drillers in the US. a little off 
balance.
